Diver  Jeff  Hirst  and  swimmer  Mar ie-Therese  Armentero  are  the 

University  of  Toronto's  1986-87  Athletes  of  the  Year.  Winners  of 
other  major  U  of  T  athletics  awards  include  ice  hockey  scoring 
star  Don  McLaughlin,  field  hockey  All-Canadian  Karen  Whitfield, 
swimmer  Marco  Cavazzoni  and  basketball  scoring  leader  Sam  Hill. 

Staff  member  Kirk  Wipper,  a  Professor  in  the  U  of  T's  School  of 
Physical  and  Health  Education,  received  the  Loudon  Award  in 
recognition  of  his  outstanding  contribution  to  the  advancement  of 
athletics  at  the  University. 

The  awards  were  presented  at  the  annual  U  of  T  Intercollegiate 
Awards  Banquet,  held  tonight  in  the  Commonwealth  Ballroom  of  the 
Downtown  Holiday  Inn.  More  than  500  student-athletes  earned 
"First  Colour"  awards  in  recognition  of  their  participation  on 
one  or  more  of  the  Varsity  Blues  23  men's  and  22  women's 
intercollegiate  teams  during  the  1986-87  season. 

Gib  Chapman,  Director  of  Athletics,  noted  that  the  U  of  T  had 
continued  its  tradition  of  competitive  excellence,  as  the 
Blues  won  national  CIAU  titles  in  women's  Field  Hockey  (a  second 
successive  undefeated  season)  and  women's  Swimming  &  Diving  (for 
the  7th  time  in  the  past  9  years)  .  In  addition,  Blues  placed 
second  at  the  CIAU  level  in  women's  Cross  Country  and  in  men's 
Soccer,  Swimming  &  Diving  and  Indoor  Track  &  Field.  Byron 
MacDonald  (women's  Swimming) ,  Jim  Lefkos  (Soccer)  and  Tom 
Bertrand  (Gymnastics)  were  voted  CIAU  Coach  of  the  Year. 

At  the  Ontario  league  level.  Blues  won  a  total  of  15  titles,  the 
most  of  any  university  in  the  province.  Varsity's  women's  teams 
won  OWIAA  titles  in  Badminton,  Cross  Country,  Field  Hockey ( Indoor 
and  Outdoor)  ,  Squash,  Swimming  &  Diving,  Synchronized  Swimming 
and  Indoor  Track  and  Field.  Blues  also  won  men's  OUAA  titles  in 
Badminton,  Soccer,  Swimming  &  Diving  (for  a  record  27th 
consecutive  year).  Tennis,  Track  &  Field  (indoor  and  Outdoor) 
and  Volleyball.
